I'i'ays  and  M^ans  taking  for  ihe  Converfion  of  Indians,  and  fettling  the  State

Dan- 
ger of  an  Invafion  from  them,  were  not  in  a  Condition  torc<rcivc  Infhu- 
t'tion  j  nor  was  it  thought  fit  by  the  Governours  to  trufk  him  yet  anioncft 
tlicm,  bur  as  foon  as  Vis  pracflicablc  to  treat  with  them,  there  are  AiTnances 
he  Ihall  leave  the  NeighlxjurhooJ,  wheie  he  is  inftrudling  many  S  uls  as 
much  negledled  as  the  former,  v.amcly,  ihc  Negroes  of  Goofcrecl{.
